had died. In 1836 a church Of twelve members 
was constituted at Caldwell, and the Rev, A. W. 
Anderson was ordained its pastor, under the di- 
rection of the Board. During the week he taught 
a school consisting of seventy-eight pupils, and 
superintended a Sabbath school on Lord's day. 
Mr. Waring died in August of that year, and 
Rev. John Lewis, who formerly assisted Mr. 
Carey in the care of the schools, was appointed 
his successor. In October a church was formed 
at Millsburg, with Mr. Hilary Teage, son of 
Cullin Teage, for its pastor, 

In 1835, Rev, William G. Crocker and Rev. 
William Mylne and Mrs, Mylne were sent out to 
join the mission. They were directed hy the 
Board to locate themselves among the natives 
who had not been brought under the influence of 
the gospel, as soon as circumstances should per- 
mit, after they had passed through the process of 
acclimation. They had been scarcely a month 
at Millsburg, when they were attacked with the 
fever of the country, which proved fatal to Mrs. 


M. after an illness often days. They were sub. 
sequently instructed by the board to attempt mei 
establisliment Of a mission at Basa Cove. In De. 
cember they went to Grand Basa, and afier ac. 


quainting themselves with different localities, they | 


selected Ldina, on the north bank of Mechlin 
River, at its mouth, as their future residence. 

In 1836 the missionaries visited Sante Wilt’s 
town, about twenty miles from Edina, on the Me. 
chlin river, to obtain permission to open a school, 
and to be allowed to teach the native children. 
After a consultation with several of the chiefs, 
who received the proposition of the missionarics 
through Mr. flarris, who understood the lan. 
guage of the natives, it wasdetermined to send 
men to build a school-house, as soon as they had 
completed cutting their farms, and in the mean 
time the king was to take further counsel of oth. 
er chiefs, that they might be unanimous in their 
decision upon the subject. The school was sub- 
sequently commenced, and the king, who has 
been constant in his friendship to the missionaries, 
sent two of his own sons to be taught by them. 

In March Mr. Crocker visited different towns 
in the colony to solicit aid for the people at Basa 
Cove in erecting a house of worship. ‘They had 
been rendered incapable of contributing much for 
this object themselves by the frequent robberies 


they had suffered from the natives; Mr. Crock- 
er’s applications to the neighboring churches on 
their behalf were so successful that, with some 
assistance from this country, a house was con- 
structed under the direction of Mr. Mylne, and 
dedicated in July, 1836. Mr. M. preached in 
this house till the ordination of Mr. Davis, the fol. 
lowing year, during whice time sixteen were ad- 
dedto the church. He also held meetings at 
Elina, on the opposite side of the river, and 


taught a school for adults four evenings in the 
week. A Sabbath school was conducted at Basa 
Cove by Governor Buchanan, for children and 
adults, and on Sabbath’evenings he took charge 
ef a bible class. 

It was deemed advisable by the missionaries to 
divide their labors between Edina and Sante Will’s 
fawn. «4 thay fearmmane A vildine hanee . fi 
their accommodation at the lattor place, which 
was complete] with much trouble, after a delay 
of some months. During their first year in Af- 


rica, Messrs. Crocker and Mylne gave their chief 
attention to the study of the Basa language, 
which Mr. C. reduced to writing. He published 
during this year, the first book printed in that lan. 
guage, which wasa spelling-book, containing, be. 
sides lessons in spelling, brief accounts of the 
creation, fall of man, life and death of Christ, and 
some of the most important Christian doctrines. 
Two hundred copies of this book were printed at 
Monrovia in December. 

In 1837, Rev. Ivory Clarke and wife sailed 
from New York for West Africa, The tabors of 
Mr. C. have since been divided between Edina 
and several of the adjacent villages. The mis. 
sion house at Edina was erected during the pres- 
entyear. Its construction was attended with 
many difficulties, arising from the character and 
habits of the natives. The most capable men 
were engaged to assist the missionarics, who soon 
deserted them, assigning as their reason for doing 
80, that they could *“ get more money by selling 
slaves”’—a reason which exhibits their moral 
character, and their need of the regenerating in- 
fluences of the gospel. During this year the 
school at Edina, taught by Mr. Day, present 
pastor of the Edina church, contained from fif- 
teen to twenty children of the colonists, and cight 
natives. 

In March of 1838, seven persons were added 
tothe church under the charge of Mr. Davis. 
In May Mr. Mylne returned tothe United States, 
for the restoration of his health, having suffered 
from repeated attacks of fever, till his constitution 
‘was so much enfeedled as to preclude the hope of 
‘his recovery ia the malarious atmosphere of Edi- 
na. Not regaining that degree of vigor which 
scemed to warrant his return to his field of labor, 
Mr. M. has received an honorable discharge 
from his connection with the Board. Miss Rizpah 
Warren arrived at Edina in September, 1839. 

For the above statement of facts we have been 
indebted tothe ‘History of American Missions 
to the Heathen,” &c., published at Worcester, 
Mass., by Messrs. Spooner & Howland. For 
more recent events connected with this mission, 
the reader is referred to the journals of Messrs, 
Crocker and Clarck, published in the last and 
present volumes of the Magazine.

When 
the day dawned, the man at the helm, cried out, 
‘a sail—a sail’—and to their unspeakable joy, 
they beheld a vessel steering directly toward 
them. Immediately all on board took to their 
boats with their clothing, and in safety reached 
the vessel, providentially sent for their relief! 
Very shortly after, they beheld their vessel sink 
beneath the waves. 

In this remarkable occurrence, we have a new 
instance of the value of the Bible. It was prob. 
ably made the instrument, in this case, of saving 
the lives of all who were on board this vessel.

batant. But inlensive as it may be, its use is by 
no means confined to applying a person or thing 
to the water, instead of the water to it. Alike 
in proof of this, and of the fact of immersion, it is 
observable that the pure Greek slipped very ear. 
ly into the use of /ouo and Joutron, for baptize and 
baptistry, which expresses far more strongly than 
baptizo the application of the thing to water, or 
absolute immersion under it, 

“ The further incidental proofs in favor of mi- 
mersion are many and striking. Asiatics are 
known to be greatly addicted to what is outward 
and showy, in the observance of religion; and 
remarkably tenacious of any venerated practice. 
Amongst such of them as early received the 
Christian faith, the practice of immersion, both 
for adults and infants, has been constant and in- 
violable. The erection of baptisteries in connec.
